inflicting cruel, brutal ; 
treatment on fellow human _ be- 
ings, whose strange illness they 
neither understood or cared to 
understand. 


The attendants working in 
Stockton State Mental hospital to- 
day are regarded as friends by 
their patients, at a time when 
friendship will bring them closer 
to a lost reality. Dr. Weiss disclos- 
ed that some of his assistants are 
just as capable of diagnosing the 
needs of their patients as any 
M.D. Of course their lacking a 
degree prevents them in actually 
administering psychiatric treat- 
ment, but he termed their opin- 
ions as invaluable. 

Four and one half million dol- 
lars annually are required to oper- 
ate the Stockton State Mental 
hospital. This tremendous allot- 
ment is used to rebuild human 
personality, to get them on their 
feet and back into reality, to face 
a competitive society primarily 
the cause of a rising incidence of 
insanity. 

“Building more hospitals’, de- 
clared Dr. Weiss, ‘‘is not the an- 
swer. We must get to the root of 
the trouble and eliminate the un- 
favorable home environments of 
some children, frequently the 
cause of mental breakdown later 
in life. Parents must be educated, 
People must be given more securi- 
ty.”’ 

And then, as if he were over- 
whelmed with the complexities of 
such a plan, the man whose job 
is the curing of the mentally ill, 
not reorganization of society, 
turned on his heel and led the 
group away to visit another sec- 
tion. 

The last stop on the group’s 
itinerary was a courtyard enclos- 
ed by buildings of the receiving 
center. Various members of the 
class enjoyed the chance to visit 
and chat with patients. Dr. Weiss 
conducted an interview with a 
newly arrived gentleman suffering 
from a split personality. His an- 
swers to the doctor’s questions 
were intelligent, well phrased, and 
most believable. Later, after the 
patient had gone, Dr. Weiss con- 
fided the true story substantiated 
by records of the man’s past. A 
past featuring experiences the pa- 
tient was tragically unaware of. 

After accepting the genuine 
thanks of Mr. Biggs and the class, 
Dr: Weiss dismissed the students 
with a cheery wave, and proceeded 
on his way. As the sun was still 
high in the Sunday afternoon sky, 
at Mr. Biggs suggestion, several 
students walked about the grounds 
on their own. 

For two people, one of which is 
the writer, this portion of the days 
activities became the most mem- 
orable. 

“Kinda fun to watch ’em like 
monkeys in a cage itsn’t it?’’ 

The statement, uttered with all 
the bitterness a human voice could 
muster, had the effect of a bucket 
of ice water hurled directly in 
the face, for the two were observ- 
ing some women inmates in a 
courtyard. The young man re- 
sponsible, apparently experienced 
a sudden regret for what he said, 
for he became friendlier. Believing 
him to be an employee of the 
hospital, his answers to some 
questions were sought. Instead, a 
human slant of what mental ill- 
ness is was gained from this man.

Pointers On Pruning Deciduous Trees 
Is Given By C. A. Ferris, Farm Advisor 


By C. A. FERRIS 


Farm Advisor 

The old adage, “Summer prune 
for fruit and winter-prune for 
wood,” is not a reliable guide. 
Deciduous orchards in California 
with very few exceptions, should 
be pruned during the dormant 
season. 

The total amount of new growth 
a tree makes is a fairly reliable 
way to tell how much to prune. 
If the growth is excessively long 
the previous pruning was proba- 
bly too severe. If the tree does 
not have enough new growth it 
may indicate insufficient prun- 
ing unless the tree needs zinc, 
fertilizer or did not hove enough 
water. 


1 An ideal tree in shape, height and 
distribution of fruit wood must 
have room to grow. P

Thin Shoots 


Pruning should include thin- 
ning out the fruiting shoots, and 
should be followed by hand-thin- 
ning of the fruit. A great deal of 
hand-thinning may be eliminated 
by, proper pruning. All trees 
should be thinned out enough to 
Jet in the light, and all inter- 
fering branches, dead wood, and 
diseased parts removed. 

The larger limbs should be 
spaced far enough apart to give 
them room to develop fruiting 
branches and spurs. On peaches 
and nectarines there should be 
from 3 to 5 main limbs; on plums 
from 7 to 9. Regular cutting of 
the tallest branches to strong out- 
growing laterals, will keep the 
tree from growing too high. Make 
all cuts close to the limbs so as 
not to leave stubs. 

Need Room 

California fruit growers fre- 
quently plant their trees too close 
together for normal development.

REDUCED. 
FREIGHT BILL 
FOR CITRUS 


A reduction of more than $750,- 
00 in the annual freight bill of 
the California-Arizona citrus in- 
dustry, effective April 7, has been 
agreed to by the railroads, it was 
announced jointly this week by 
the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change and the Mutual Orange 
Distributors. The saving will re- 
sult from the cut in citrus freight 
rates in the territory east, of Chi- 
caga, 

The announcement released by 
F. R. Wilcox, assistant general 
manager of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, and Robbins 
Russel, general manager of Mu- 
tual Orange Distributors, follows 
im part: “The citrus industry 
has worked diligently to obtain 
this downward adjustment of east- 
ern rates ever since last Novem- 
ber, when Florida rates to east- 
ern seaports were reduced 40 meet 
truck competition. 

“Despite this reduction it still 
costs more to send a box of oran- 
ges to market than it does to grow 
that box of fruit. This reduction 
in transportation costs is a step 
in the right direction but rail 
rates are still so high that they 
are forcing increasing tonnage 
to other means of transportation. 

“Since the end of the war, 
transportation costs have gone up 
29c per box to the point that it 
now costs $1.50 to ship a box 
of oranges to eastern markets. 
Under the reduced rate, the 
charge will ‘be $1.47 per box. 

“The total freight bill of the 
California-Arizona industry is $60
